SOLUTION OF WORLD'S

The establishment of an independent, world economie 


organisation, with a-view to 


which menacingly confront humanity,” was suggested by 
the King of the Belgians in a letter to his Prime Minister, 


M. van Zeeland, to-day. 


The Belgian King wrote from Brussels, and 
suggested that it is essential to bring about the creation 
of an organism of economic studies, the value of which 


would be: emphasised by 


universality, permanence and independence. 
The objects of studies would be research into 
economic organisation 


changing economic factors. 


In order to be.able to fulfil its 
mission, [it Is proposed that the 
institution ought to be independent, 
or, so far as possible, .of national 
Influences. It Is essential that it be 
able to rely .on the co-operation of 
persons throughout the world who 
are best acquainted with all questions 
related to industry, trade, agricul- 
ture, finance and labour. - 

The King's letter’ reveals that M. 
van Zecland Js about to set out the 
preliminary results of his inquiry, 
with which he was entrusted by the 
British and French Governments, on 
the possibilities. of removing ob- 
stacles to International trade. 


‘Feels Profound Anxiety 


The letter refers to the present 
world disorganisation and expresses 
profound onxicty with regard to the 
future. It emphasises the necessity 
of encouraging every attempt at 
organisation and dwells on the im- 


-portance of M. van Zecland’s mission, 


which, it says, may lead to a quest 
of elements of rational organisation 


The King says that M. van Zee- 
land's welcome to the: United States 
indicates that that country is favour- 
ably disposed towards the effort 
Initiated by the British and. French 
Governments, together with Belgium. 
These three great nations thus give 


pate in activity, and in the establish- 
ment, of a better order which the 
whole world {s, demanding. 


No Partial Measures 


His Majesty gocs on to say that 
neither the lowering of tariff barriers 
nor any partial measure can. alone 
end the confuslon which is threaten- 
Ing the peace of the world. 
~ “If we really wish to avert war 
and bring back mankind to a more 
peacetut frame of mind, we muat

Guards apparently surprised the 
pirates, opened fire, and killed one, 
driving the others below decks, 
Two Jumped overboard at that time. 

H.MS. Cicala then picked up the 


assistance of the Tinsang, owned by 
a Chinese company, whose Hong- 
kong agents are the Fook On Steam- 
ship Company, 115 Connaught Road 
Central, On arrival alongside the 
Tinsang, Cicala placed a naval guard 
aboard, for the officers of the ship,

Apart from the North-west and 
the territories in which Japanese 
policy still creates uncertainties, 
namely, Sujiyuan and Eastern Hopci, 
there. nppear now to be only two 
areas In which the Central Govern- 
ment has not yet sueceeded in con- 
rolldating its authority, North West 
Fuklen and Szechuan. In the for- 
mer banditry ts rife and is spilling 
over into sections of Kiangsi and 
Chekiang. Pubic buses, mail boats, 
travelers and villagers are being 
constantly Jooted. In = Szechuan 
serious trouble threatened to break 
out towards the end of May between 
Provincial and Government troops, 
purt of whom the Nanking Govern- 
ment wishes to disband.

HITLER IMPOSES 
SPECIAL TAX 
ON. ALL GERMANS LIVING 


OVERSEAS 
Berlin, July 23. 

Herr Hitler has decided to impose 
a special defence tax on all nble- 
bodied Germans not conscripted for 
active service, whose income excecds 
52 marks monthly (£4) and = are 
llving abropd. Those disabled in 
elther labour or military service 
will be exempted,

are those born from 1914 to 1916. 
Liability for payment will expire on

1° The tax will be based on income 


and {ts deductable from the wages. 


In the first two years the tax will 
be 50 per cent. of the income tax; 
in the following year slx per cent. 
The minimum defence tax, will ap- 
ply to people pnying Httle or no in- 
come tax. This will be four per 
cent. of wages in the first two years 
and one 200th per cent. in the rest 
of the period. 


The two years of high taxation Is 
Intended to correspond to two years 
of active service. Explanation of 
the decree Is that the tax is Intend- 
ed to.compensate citizens compelled 
fo disrupt thelr careers because of 
being drafted to active milltary ser- 
vice, while those not serving are 
able to train uninterruptedly.. The 
tax comes into force on September 
1.—Reuter Special,

Guileful Tactics Of 
Mme. Mathicu 


(By A Speclal Correspondent) 


When Senorita A. Lizana bent Mme. 
R. Mathieu a short time ago In the 
West of England champlonships the 
result was generally accepted as a 
pointer for Wimbledon. As with 
many other ‘good things" in all bran- 
ches of sport expectntions have been 
rudely falsificd and yesterday Mme. 
Mathicu won with comparative case.

If the mere avoidance of crrors 
could tend 4o the highest honours, 
Mme. Mathicu would long ago have 
been more than the “champion semi- 
findlist,” but there was rather more 
in her game thon mere steadiness, 
Thus, after the Chilean girl had won 
the first two gumes, Mme. Mathicu 
squared at two all, twenty-stroke 
ratlies being a common feature, and 
then went Into a lend which she never 
forfeited to her opponent, Not only 
did she find the knack of making win- 
ners off Senorita Lizann's drop ‘shots 
with stralght passes, but she maln- 
talned the odffensive through the use 
of gradually: shortening returns down 
the Chilean's backhand line prepara- 
tory to a coup de grace deep into the 
opened forehand court. 

There were few high Ughts in the 
first set. Once Senorita Lizana made 
an incredible return from near the 
net-post, running across from the 
other cuurt; once she made a point 
with a daring backhond volley from 
no-mun's-land; at the first set point 
a backhand volley again brought her 
profit, but despite her great mobility 
it was Mme. Mathicu who laid the 
subtle traps and took “risks” which 
preparatory work had made almost 
safe. 

From 3—all in the first set a run of 
seven games carried Mme.

1 
have been forced in the past to fly 
through clouds without blind flying 
instruinents and it was always 4 
terrifying experience. I never want- 
ed to do it again; I shall not scek the 
experience now except to practice 


and improve my knowledge of blind |- 


flying, but when, owing to bad wea- 
ther conditions I am compelled to, 
1 shall do so with confidence know- 
ing that the course at the Far East 
Flying Training School has added 
something Invaluable.to my know- 
ledge of fiylng. ‘

Mr. Julian Huxley, the biologist, 
supplies ‘an introduction and com- 
mentary to a novel educational film, 
entitled “Heredity and Eugenics,” 
which  Gaumont-British — Instruc- 
tional Films and the Eugenics Society 
have jointly produced, 


The film takes only about 25 
minutes to show, but’ manages to 
convey, by means of dlagrams, the 
behaviour of the mysterious chromo- 
somes, Which, acgording to modern 
theory, determine heredity, and to 
ilustrate the effects of heredity and 
environment. : 


Miss Edith Craig, Sir Darr Godfrey, 
Val Gielgud, and YWazel Terry are In 
the film, which is in two parts. The 
first deals with the science of heredity 
fn animals, and the second with 
cugenics, or hercdity, in man. 


The first few minutes of technical 
‘explanation include actual photo- 
graphs of fertilisation, and then 
follow illustrations of the emergence 
of new types after different rabbit 
and fowl types have been crossed. 
The varieties of dog and horse which 
have been derived from the original 
wild types by selective breeding are 
shown, and the importance of 
heredity in the process of stock- 
breeding is brought home by a pte- 
ture of Mahmoud winning the Derby 
in 1936. lis pedigree is seen. 


Heredity in Man 


The precise workings of the laws 
of heredity in man are more diMeult 
to show graphically. Mans re- 
produces slowly by comparison, and 
his matings cannot be experimentat- 
ly controlled. 


For this reason, the film confines 
{tself to slmple illustrations of the 
workings of good and bad heredity in 
certain families whose characteristics 
are capable of belng pictorinily 
shown,

HERE must be plenty of

He prefers to de- 
serlbe what happens to ordinary 
people, 

For another thing, he shows 
how the English peasant had to 
fight for his frecdom. This ts dan- 
gerous stuff. How many old- 
fashioned headmasters would ike 
to have to tell the children of the 
Uarworth miners that they are the 
heirs to that freedom? . 

‘Then there js something else that 
the nuthor does. He expinins why 
people did things as well as saying 
what they did, 

Why did quite irreligious old barons 
risk thelr lives on religious Crusades 
to the Holy Land? Why did the 
Church say for centurics that Iending 
money for interest was 0 sin and then 
suddenly turn round and say it was 
quite proper? 

For years questions of this kind 
have deen carefully avoided. Mt 
Huberman faces them--and Onds an 
answer. It all goes to show how littic 
real history most of us know. 

Have you ever heard of the Fuggers? 
If not, then it will interest you to 
kniow that they ruled Europe more 
powerfully than any king. ‘They were 
a firm of German bankers who 
counted among thelr debtors the 
Emperor Charles V, the Pope of Rome 
nnd King Henry VIII himsclf. 

It is rulers with high-sounding titles 
who swagger about the pages of 
history. But it wos little Jacob Fugger 
who told them what to do. 

In one way thls book docs not go 
far enough. It gives a very fair pic- 
ture of the way in which working 
peoplo. in Europe have been treated 
since ‘the twelfth century. But it 
would bo interesting to hear more 
about the kind of houses they Hved 
in, the food they used to cat and the 
way they spent thelr spare time. 

Perhaps n detailed description of 
these hum-drum things would be too 
heart-brenking. What’ glimpses _ we 
do get are grim enough. .
